THIS beautiful Seat is ſituated on the River 7%, a very fine, clear, and copious Stream, near Rumſcy, in Hampſhire, 
which is remarkable for its conventual Church, one of the moſt venerable Saxon Buildings in this Kingdom, about ſeventy- 
five Miles S. W. of London. The Houſe has been conſiderably improved by the preſent noble Poſſeſſor; and contains a 
valuable Collection of Pictures, with an elegant Front towards the River, decorated with a Portico of the Ienic Order, 
in a weſtern Direction. 

The Gardens and Pleaſure Grounds are laid out and planted in a neat and elegant modern Taſte, with a Slope to the 
River, which has a pleaſing Effect, that adds conſiderably to the View. The Encloſures that ſurround the Manſion arc 


extenſive, and from many Spots exhibit a moſt beautiful, groteſque, and copious Proſpect of the adjacent Country.

THIS elegant and magnificent Seat of Lord Melbourne's ſtands in a moſt delightful and extenſive Park, in the Hundred 
of Broadwater, in Hertford/hire, ſituated four Miles N. of Hatfeld, two Miles S. of iin, fix Miles W. of Hertford, 
and about twenty-two Miles N. W. from London, The Park and ancient Edifice, which formerly belonged to the Brockets, 
came into the Family of the preſent noble Poſſeſſor by Purchaſe, and deſcended to his Lordſhip on the Death of his Father, 
the late Sir Matthew Lamb, Baronet, who began the preſent modern Structure, which was finiſhed by his Lordſhip about 
twelve Years ſince, by whom very conſiderable Improvements have been made in the Park and adjacent Grounds, which 
are ſome of the moſt pictureſque and beautiful in the Kingdom. Mr. Payne was the Architect; and the beautiful Bridge 
over a ſpacious Sheet of Water (a Branch from the River Lea) which enriches the enchanting and extenſive Scenery, was 
executed by the ſame ingenious Artiſt, The Water and Out-grounds were laid out and diſpoſed by Mr. Vg, of Eſſex, 
in the moſt luxuriant and maſterly Manner, The Offices are under Ground, and were built after the Body of the 
Building was erected, by under-propping the Edifice. The principal Stair-caſe is ſuperb, and much admired for the curious 
Manner of its Conſtruction, having Communication with every Part of the Building, The grand Drawing Room is 
finiſhed in a ſuperior Style, at the End of which is an elegant Painting of the Prince of Hals, leaning agaiatt a Horſe, 
by Sir 7o/hua Reynolds, viewed with ſo much eclat at the Royal Academy, Somerſet Place, a tew Years ſince. The Ceiling 
was deſigned and painted by Mortimer and Hheatley, as we are informed, at the Expence of fifteen hundred Pounds, The 
different Apartments contain many excellent Paintings by ſome of the firſt Maſters ; among which is a large magnificent 
Picture by Teniers. The Whole, both internally and externally, is completed in a Style truly elegant, and highly to the 
Honour of his Lordſhip's ſuperior Taſte and Munificence, 

The Oak on the Left Hand in the View was a favourite Tree Queen abet often reſorted to, having the Liberty of 
ranging from the Place of her Confinement at Hatfield to this Spot. She was leated under this "Free, when the fortunate 
Event of the Death of her Siſter, Queen Mary, was conveyed to her, 

The Chineſe Boat on the Piece of Water was originally the Property of Sir Benjamin Trucman, the Building of whicl, 
coſt three hundred Pounds. Hatfeld is ſeen in the Diſtance ; a little to the Right of which are the Lodges ſcen, which 
are at the Entrance into the Park of Brockt,

THIS beautiful, extenſive, and elegant Structure was finiſhed on a Plan of Sir hn Vanbrugh's, and is juſtly cſteemed 
one of the firſt Houſes in England, It is ſituated in the Wood of Hinder /þell, in the Wapentake of Bulmer, in the North 
Riding of the Country, twelve Miles N. E. from the City of York, between New Malton and Eafingwold, on a Branch of 
the River Darwent, It was built by the Grandfather of the preſent Earl on the Spot of Ground where the old Caſtle 
ſtood, to which is added an elegant Range of Buildings appropriated for Stables, 


The different Fronts are regular ; the principal one having an extremely grand Portico leading to a ſuperb Hall, thirty 


Feet ſquare, and ſixty high, whoſe Dome is ſupported by Corinthian Columns of Marble; the Ceiling is of Stucco, and 


the Walls painted and adorned with Buſts and Statues. The Saloon is thirty-four feet by twenty-four, containing many 


capital Paintings by the firſt Maſters, purchaſed at a great Expence, 


The Dining Parlour is twenty-eight Feet long 
by twenty-one broad, All the Frames of the Windows are gilt, 


The Drawing Room is equally curious ; and near it arc 
the Dreſſing Rooms, finiſhed with every Embelliſhment that can be imagined, The Gallery is very elegant, and adorned 


with Buſts and curious Paintings. This beautiful Structure, from the Extent of its Domain, the Size of its Woods and 


Pleaſure Grounds, the Judgement with which they have been planted, and the magnificent Buildings and Statues with 
which the whole are embelliſhed, forms one of the moſt extenſive and variegated inland Scenes to be met with. The Garden 


of this ſtately Manſion is laid out with the greateſt Taſte, to which the preſent View faces; and the Park, which is large, 
commands a moſt charming and extenſive Proſpect. 


In one Part of this Park is a circular Building of the Tuſcan Order, where the Remains of this noble Family arc depoſited, 
and over it is a moſt elegant Chapel. Indeed this ſtately Structure, with its Embelliſhments, is ſuitable to the Dignity ot 
the greateſt Br:2//þ Peer, and muſt convey to Strangers a high Opinion of the Riches of our Nobility,

THIS beautiful Seat has its Appellation from an ancient Camp in its Vicinity, near which many ancient Urns have 
been dug up, ſuppoſed to have been depoſited there by the Romans. 

It was, ſome Centuries paſt, the Property of the //eys, from whom it was, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, conveyed 
to the Anceſtor of Milliam Aſh, Eſquire, by whom it was alienated to Colonel Campbell, who, on the Death of Archibald, 
Duke of Argyll, in 1761, ſucceeded to that Title; and his eldeſt Son, the preſent Duke, during the Life-time of his Father, 
was, on December 20, 1766, created an Engliſb Peer, by the Title of Baron Sundridge, of Comb Bank, in the County of Kent, 
Archibald, the late Duke, during his Life-time, gave Comb Bank to his third Son, Frederick, the preſent Poſſeſſor. 

This noble Structure is ſituated about twenty Miles S. E. from London, near the Village of Sundridge, and a few Miles 
from Sevenoaks. It is watered by a Branch from the River Derwent, which adds greatly to its Beauty. 

The Manſion, though not large, is remarkably neat ; and the Gardens and Pleaſure Grounds are laid out with a Degree 
of Elegance that does Honour to the Taſte of the preſent noble Poſſeſſor, being ornamented with a Number of Vaſes, &c. 
in a ſuperior Style, Its delightful Situation and extenſive Proſpects, added to very conſiderable Improvements, augment 


not a little its natural Beauties, and render it a moſt delightful Villa, worthy its Inhabitant,

THIS magnificent Structure is ſituated a little Weſt of Moodſtoct, about ſeven Miles and a half North Weſt of Oxford. Its 
Front extends 348 Feet from Wing to Wing, and conſiſts of a Variety of beautiful and noble Architecture, deſigned by Sir 
John Vanburgh. The preſent View is taken obliquely, not far from the Bridge, which is noble, conſiſting of three Arches, 
the Center one of which is larger than the Rialto at Venice, where the Water forms a ſpacious Lake, ſurrounded by an artificial 
Declivity of a prodigious Depth, and is indiſputably the moſt capital Piece of Water in the Kingdom. The Park is eleven 
Miles in Circumference, originally encloſed by Henry the Firſt. The greater Part of the old Wall is now ſtanding, which 
encloſed a royal Palace. Henry the Second made it his principal Reſidence ; and erected a Houſe in a Labyrinth for the 
Habitation of his favourite Ro/amond, on the Hill to the North Weſt of the Bridge, near a remarkable Spring, that at preſent 
retains her Name. The Palace was inhabited by our Kings till the Reign of Charles the Firſt, when it began to be demo- 
liſhed ; but a Part of its Ruins were lately viſible to the North of the Bridge, on the Spot where two Sycamores have been 
ſince planted as a Memorial. The Park and Manor of Moodſtoct, &c., were granted by Parliament, in 1705, to the vic- 
torious John Duke of Marlborough, and his Heirs; which is annually acknowledged by preſenting a ſmall Banner at Mindſor; 
which Grant, and the Services of the Duke, are ſpecified on the Pedeſtal of a ſtately Column 130 Feet high, ſituated on the 
grand Avenue of the Park, on the Top of which is a Statue of the Duke. 

The Houſe itſelf was built at the public Expence ; but the Bridge, the Column, and the Portal leading to the Town, were 
erected by Sarah, Dutcheſs of Marlborough. On the Pediment of the South Front, towards the Garden, is a noble Buſto, larger 


than Life, of Louis the Fourteenth, taken from the Gate of Tournay. In the Center of the Front, a ſuperb Portico, elevated

on maſſy Columns, admits Entrance into the Hall, which magnificent Room runs to the Height of the Houſe, and is of a 
proportionable Breadth, ſupported by Corinthian Pillars. The Ceiling is painted by Sir James Thornhill, and the Walls are 
covered with a moſt capital Collection of valuable Pictures, &c.; as are the noble and moſt magnificent Suite of Rooms; to 
enter into the Particulars of which would far exceed our Limits, and its elegant Furniture exceed our Abilities, The Tapeſtry 
which embelliſhes the Apartments is chiefly on the Subject of the Duke's numerous Victories. The Library is a moſt ſuperb 
Room 183 Feet long; excluſive of the Book Caſes, 32 wide in the Middle, 29 at the Ends. The Doric Pilaſters and Co- 
lumns, the Entablature, the ſtuccoed Compartments of the vaulted Ceiling, the Window Frames, &c., are in the higheſt Taſte 
both of Deſign and Finiſhing ; but to add to the whole, the late Duke furniſhed it with 24,000 Volumes, valued at 30,000l., 
the beſt private Collection in England. In the Chapel is a ſuperb Monument to the Memory of the old Duke and 
Dutcheſs, by Ryſbrack. The China Room will afford a Fund of Entertainment to the Curious. 

The Gardens are ſpacious, and include a great Variety of Ground, which have been conſiderably and richly embelliſhed 
by the preſent Duke with excellent Pieces of Sculpture. On the whole, it is replete with Beauties, and is a Monument of 
Britiſh Gratitude for the Services of a fortunate and brave General, who curbed the aſpiring Thoughts of the preſumptuous 
Louis the Fourteenth in his Attempt to enſlave Europe.

in the Beginning of this Century, in the Poſſeſſion of Sir Milliam Elliott, who reſided in it, and diſpoſed of it to 
Eſquire, by whom it was re-ſold to Philip Carteret Webb, Eſquire, who very conſiderably improved the Gardens and Grounds. 
After his Death, his Widow, by Marriage, conveycd it to Edward Beaver, Eſquire, of whom it was purchaſed by the preſent 


Poſſeſſor, and in 1775 was conſiderably improved under the Direction of Mr. Crunden. 

The principal Rooms are, the Drawing Room, 29 Feet by 25 ; the Eating Parlour, 35 Feet by 20; the Muſeum, 28 Feet 
by 22, and 26 Feet in Height. The Apartments are embelliſhed with ſome excellent Pictures, particularly that of the Mother 
and her ſeven Sons, who were put to Death by King Autiochus Epiphanes, for refuling to eat Swine's Fleſh ; as mentioned in 
the ſeventh Chapter of the ſecond Book of Maccabees, thirtieth Verſe. The Viſier Sujah ul Dowla, and his Family, meeting a 
General Officer at the Entrance of his Palace. The Mogul Emperor of Hindo/ian ſeeing the Engliſh Forces reviewed at A 
habad, In this Piece all the Portraits are drawn from Life, and painted by the late Mr. TiUley Kettle, 

Its remarkable Conſervatory, or Green-houſe, was built by Mr. Hebb about forty Years ago, who availed himſelf of a 
high ſandy Rock facing the South, which forms the back Part, and the Trees grow in the natural Ground. The Building is 
the firſt of the Kind in the Kingdom, 171 Feet in Length ; and what mult give it a decided Superiority, is, the Age of the 


Exotics, being the fineſt and largeſt in England. It now contains a Curioſity which, perhaps, is ſingular at preſent in this 


Iſland, the Palma Datifera, or Date Tree, now in Fruit.

THIS pleaſant Villa is ſituated upon the Banks of the River Severn, three Miles South of Bridgenorth, and 139 Miles North 
Weſt from London, between the Villages of Quatford and Quat, and ſurrounded with a molt fertile Soil. 

The Houſe was built about one hundred Years ago, and is ſituated upon a riſing ground, commanding a View of a fine Pool 
and the upper Town of Bridgenorth, with the Ruins of the leaning Tower upon the Caſtle Hill. It has a pretty Valley, well 
wooded, adjoining to it, at the Bottom of which runs a ſmall Rivulet over a rocky Ground, forming ſome natural Caſcades ; 


near it is a remarkable Spring, which riſes on the ſide of a Rock, and falls into a Baſon formed to receive it. Several Walks 


are cut through the Valley, which terminate in a beautiful Proſpect of the River Scvern and the adjacent Country, to a great 


Extent. On the Eaſt of it are the Remains of Mor, Foreſt, which abounds with Game.

THIS noble Structure is pleaſantly ſituated on the River Vaveney, between the Market Towns of Harleſton and Bungay, 
from which latter place the river is navigable to Yarmouth, where it diſcharges itſelf into the North Sea, having divided the 
Counties of Norfolk and Suyfolk for a great Extent of country. It is 105 Miles from London, in a delightful Neighbourhood. 

This venerable Manſion was built about the Year 1615, and continued to be the Reſidence of the ancient Family of Taſ- 
borough, from the time of its Erection to the Middle of the preſent Century, when it was purchaſed by the late Mr. Adair. 
The Stile of the Architecture is what has been called [nigo Fones's Gothic, blending the Statelineſs of more remote Times 
with the Mode of Building in Itah, then the prevailing Taſte. The principal Front is to the North. The Hall and Stair- 
caſe are grand, the Apartments large and ſpacious. To the South was an open Portico and Colonnade, now cloſed up, and 
converted into ſeparate Rooms. 

The Grounds in Front have been ornamented with extenſive Plantations, which, united with the fine Woods of the Park, 
preſent to the Eye an Appearance of Grandeur and Magnificence, which, with the View of the River, has a moſt beautiful 
Effect. 

The Terrace ſhewn in the View of this Manſion has been levelled, and the Moat filled up, ſince the preſent Drawing 


was taken,

The Seat of His Grace the Duke of BUCCLEU GH.

THIS extenſive Structure, the largeſt in Scotland, except Hopeton Houſe, is the beſt Palace belonging to the Scotti/h 
Nobility ; ſtands on a riſing Ground in the Center of an extenſive Park, which, with the Proſpe& over the River, makes 
the whole extremely delightful. It was built ſoon after the Revolution on the Ruins of an ancient Caſtle, formerly the 
Property of the Earls of Morton, by the Ducheſs of Monmouth, Relic of the unfortunate Duke of that Title, who was 
beheaded on Tower Hill, 1685. The Houſe is large, but not elegant in its exterior Appearance, otherwiſe a Front View 
would have been given, the Archite& having been deſtitute of all that Knowledge of his Art, neceſſary to form a true 
Judgment of what is really beautiful, without a Profuſion of unneceſſary Decorations. The Inſide is furniſhed in the 
moſt ſumptuous Manner that poſſibly can be imagined, particularly one Room, which contains a vaſt Number of valuable 
Curioſities, preſented to the Duke of Monmouth, by his Father Charles IT. when the Duke married the Heireſs of Dalkeith, 
The Paintings in the Apartments are more numerous than any other Houſe in Scotland, particularly of the royal Offspring 
and Connexions, 

The River North Ef runs near it; but the Park Walls rather obſcure the Houſe till you get ſome Diſtance from it. 
The Park is very large, and beautified with Waterworks. The Model of the Houſe is ſaid to have been taken from 
that of the late King William, at Loo, in Guelderland, only this is of Stone, and that of Brick. The Front is adorned with 
Columns of the Corinthian Order, and a double Wing, like that of Yincheſter Palace. There is a ſpacious Court between 
the Palace and the Park. The Grand Staircaſe of the Houſe is ſupported by Pillars of Marble, and every Step curiouſly 
inlaid, The Offices of the Palace join to the Town, which his Grace has embelliſhed with a ſpacious Hall for a School 


Room, 47 Feet long, 25 broad, and 15 high; began in May 1760, worthy its beneficent Founder.

THIS auguſt Structure, of which we preſent an oblique View of the South Front, is ſituated on the Banks of the River 
Aung between the City of Saliſbury and the Town of Dzwnton, near the S. E. Corner of the County, in the Middle of 
a Valley well covered with Wood; a Circumitance favourable in a County whoſe ſouthern Parts are generally open. The 
Building 1s of a triangular Form, with circular Towers at the external Angles, which contain ſeveral of the principal 
Apartments, and at the internal Angles are circular Staircaſes. The original Building was erected in 1591, by Sir Thomas 
Gorges and his Lady, the Marchioneſs Dowager of Northampton. The Towers have undergone no material Alterations, but 
the intermediate Spaces retain but little of their original Appearance; and the Inſide has been entirely modernized. The 
Rooms, though not large, are pleaſant, cheertul, and elegantly decorated in the modern Taſte, and though richly furniſhed, 
yet are not gaudy, 

The different Apartments contain a good Collection of Paintings, by the moſt eminent Maſters, particularly two by 
Claude de Lorraine, allegorical, one repreſenting the Riſe, and the other the Decline of the Roman Empire; eſteemed two 
of the beſt Pieces now in the Kingdom of that Maſter. Among many Pieces of uſeful and ornamental Furniture, is a 
remarkably curious Iron Chair, lately added by the preſent noble Proprietor, the Embelliſhments to which are eſteemed both 
capital and curious, repreſenting the Roman Hiſtory, in Compartments of ſmall Figures; and is claſſed with the choiceſt Pieces 
of Antiquity. The Pictures, and fitting up the Gallery, colt 10,0001. The triangular Form of the Houſe is fo ſingular, 
that we are informed there is but one more of the ſame Plan in England ; and which was built by the ſame Perſon, at fix 
Miles Diſtance. 

The Park, towards the Welt, has ſome Elevation, interſperſed with conſiderable Plantations, on the right of which, the 
Spire of Sa//ſbury Cathedral, three Miles diſtant, preſents itſelf in View; as does on the Eaſt, the pictureſque Village of 
Alderbury, from the Meadows of which this View was taken, in 1797,

THIS elegant Seat is ſituated in one of the pleaſanteſt ſpots in England; two hundred Miles from London, three Miles 
North from Harrowgate, within View of the Town and Caſtle of Knareſborough, and ſeventeen Miles North of Leeds ; with 
the River Nid running on the South Side of the Pleaſure Grounds and Houſe, whoſe Front is eaſtward. The preſent 
Edifice was built on the Site of an old Manſion of the ſame Name, by Oliver Cogbill, Eſq. about thirty Years ago. 
The Obſtructions in the River Nid form beautiful Waterfalls, near which is a Hermitage cut out of the Rocks, with 
Woods riſing on each Side over the River. A Terrace planted with Shrubs, is continued to a great Height upon the Rocks, 
which gives a pleaſing Appearance to the romantic View Nature affords, and is continued to the adjoining Lands. 

In its Vicinity is a remarkable Dropping Well belonging to Sir Thomas Slingſiy, Baronet.

THIS well-built Houſe is ſituated about one hundred and forty Miles from London, twelve Miles from Monmouth, 
ſeven Miles from the City of Hereford, and nine from the Town of Ro/s, in a rich and fertile Country; the hanging 
Woods, the Variety of ſwelling Ground, and the Contiguity of the meandering River //ye, render it a pleaſant Situa- 
tion. Among other Improvements, an extenſive Ride has lately been made through the Woods, and upon the Banks 
of the River, commanding ſuch Views as are worth ſeeing; nor can we omit mentioning the many delightful Proſpects 
which deſerve the particular Attention of the Traveller in the Neighbourhood, near the ſeats of Sir Hungerford Hoſkins, 
Edward Foley, Eſq. and James Maluyn, Eſq. (the Member for the City of Hereford. } 

It is ſomewhat ſingular that the ingenious Mr. Gilpin, who has lately obliged the Public with a Deſcription of the 
Beauties of the Ye, (which diſcharges itſelf into the Brel Channel at Chep/tow in Monmouthſhire) ſhould paſs over this 
Spot in Silence; as well as the celebrated Landſcape from Capley Hill, a little Diſtance from it; the magnificent Manſion 
of the Duke of Norfolk ; and the fine Villas of Sir George Cornwall, (the Member for the County of Hereford;) Mrs. Philips 
and William Parry, Eſq.; all of which embelliſh the Banks of that navigable River, and are entitled to much Admiration,

THIS venerable Edifice is ſituated about 3 Miles from Peterb;raugh, and 82 from Landen; is very large, and extends far 
behind the Trees. The Back Front and internal Parts of the Houſe are of modern Conſtruction, and the Apartments 
are large and elegantly fitted up. It is ſituated in an extenſive Park, commanding tine Proſpects, and is well wooded. 
Among the Plantations are ſome very fine Oaks. 

Here it was that the Anceſtor of the preſent Poſſeſſor, Sir //lam Fitzwilliam, entertained Cardinal Hlſey when in 
Difgrace, in 1530, he having received Favours from the Cardinal during his Proſperity ; which Henry VIII. fo far from 


relenting, not only commended Sir //{/:am for his Gratitude, but promoted him for it.

THIS Structure is ſituated about Half a Mile from the Poſt Road between Blackſhiclds and Edinburgh, and 3 Miles from 
the Frith of Forth, on a riſing Ground, coinmanding an extenſive ProſpeR, enriched with the Ruins of Cr:ghton and Borthwick 
Caſtles. 

The Houſe received its improved Appearance about 5 Years ago, by its preſent Poſſeſſor; and is 100 Feet in Length, by 
50 broad. It was the ancient Seat of the Family of Macgills, Viſcounts of Oxenford, which Title became extinct in 1755, 
from whom it deſcended to the Repreſentative of the F amily, the Lady to the preſent Sir John Dalrymple, Bart. 

The Rooms of the ancient Building were large, but the Houſe awkward and ununiform ; but Mr. Robert Adam, Architect, 
has preſerved the old Apartments, and by his inventive Power removed all the Deformities, and ſubſtituted in their Stead 
Beauties ſimilar to thoſe he introduced at Sion Houſe, in Middleſex. The Grounds round it have great Variety, but have not 
yet undergone all poſlible Improvements. This Building was honoured with the Reſidence of the Duke of York and Princeſs 
Anne, when they viſited Scotland; in Memory of which ſome of the old Furniture uſed by them is {till preſerved. 

There are ſeveral PiQures yet preſerved of the Oxenford Family, done by the celebrated Jameſon, an eminent Britiſh Artiſt ; 
and many of the Stair, Hadding tin, and Fletcher of Salton, Families; among which latter is Mr. Fletcher, who was one of 


the ſeven Commoners that proteſted againſt delivering up Charles I. to the Engliſh Army.

THIS Building is ſituated in the pleaſant and fertile Vale of Clkvyd, 38 Miles from Cheſter, 2 Miles from Denbigh, * 
211 Miles from London, The Houſe is very extenſive, having been built at diſtant Periods; and, though not uniform, is 
magnificent and auguſt. The Gothic Hall, which for its venerable Appearance is perhaps unequalled in the Kingdom, is 
one of the moſt ancient Parts of the preſent Structure, is 60 Feet long, 30 broad, and 25 to the Springing of the Roof, 
which is ornamented with Carvings peculiar to the Time of its Conſtruction, as are the Wainſcotings of the Walls, which 
are embelliſhed with ſome ancient Pieces of Armour, diſperſed in various Forms. The Right Wing of the Building con- 
tains a ſpacious Drawing Room, &c. of modern Conſtruction; the Left an extenſive Gallery of 110 Feet long, by 12 
broad, a Library, India Room, and a handſome Range of Bed Chambers ; to which ſome additional Offices have been latcly 
built at the Back of the Houſe, 

The Views round the Houſe are numerous and extremely pictureſque, and the Ruins of Denbigh Caſtle form no mean 
Object; which with the environing Hills, chequered with Incloſures nearly to their Summits, add greatly to the natural 
Beauties of the Vale. Agreeably contraſted with theſe, at the Diſtance of Half a Mile, appears the Bleach-Work lately 
erected from a Deſign of that ingenious Artiſt, Mr. Thomas Sandby, Architect, which for Elegance and Utility, very hap- 
pily blended, exceeds every other Building of the Kind in Europe. The River Clwyd, which runs near the Houſe, has 
likewiſe of late been much improved ; and, in ſhort, the whole of the adjacent Country wears an animated Appearance from 
the active Spirit of the preſent noble Poſſeſſor.

On this Spot, in 7120, reſided the Chief of one of the fifteen Tribes or Nobility of North Wales; and the Houſe, till 
purchaſed by the preſent Poſſeſſor, was the Seat of Sir Saluſbury Cotton, who came poſſeſſed of it by an Anceſtor having 
married the Heireſs of the Family of Saluſbury, who were ſettled here before the Reign of Henry III. Many of which 
Family Portraits are yet preſerved in the magnificent old Hall ; among others is one of the celebrated Catharine Tudor, or 
Catharixe of Berain, who, on the Death of her firſt Huſband, John Saluſbury, was led to the Church at his Funeral by Sir 
Richard Clough, and from the Church by Morris Mynne of Gwedir, who expreſſed his Wiſh to her of being her ſecond, which 
ſhe declined with great Politeneſs, informing him that ſhe had juſt accepted the Propoſals of Sir Richard, in her Way to the 


Church; but aſſured him, (and was as good as her Word) that in caſe ſhe performed the ſame ſad Duty, now performing, 
for the Knight, he might depend on being her third, which ſhe accordingly accompliſhed. Her fourth Huſband ſhe married 


with was Edward Thelwal, Eſq. of Plas y Ward; ſhe died Auguſt 27, 1591. 

About a Mile and a Half Weſt from the Houſe is J/hitchurch, or St. Mercellas, the Pariſh Church of Denbigh, wherein is 
the Monument of the Father of Sir Hugh Middleton, who expended his Fortune in bringing the New River to ſupply Londen 
with Water ; to whom he was the ſixth Son, 


Near this Place was to be ſeen, a few Years ſince, the Remains of the Palace of Maes Mynan, where Llewelyn ap GH, 
laſt Prince of Zales, reſided. |

THIS agreeable Edifice ſtands on an Eminence in the Centre of a Park, ſkirted with remarkably beautiful Woods; the 
Plantations in the Park contain a great Variety of different Kinds of Firs, eſteemed in as high a State of Perfection as any in 
the Kingdom. The Houſe was built under the Direction of {liam I/rightſon, Eſq. the Grandfather of the preſent Poſ- 
ſeſſor, in 1740; the Wings were added afterwards by Mr. Paine, Architect. The whole is built of a fine white Stone, and 
is ſituated about Half a Mile on the Eaſt Side of the great North Road, towards Ferrybridge, and is 162 Miles from London, 
It commands moſt pleaſing and extenſive Views of the Country around; among which Doncaſter, 2 Miles diſtant, forms 
an intereſting Appearance, being eſteemed one of the moſt pictureſque Towns in the County. From the upper Part of the 
Houſe you are preſented with a Number of Gentlemen's Seats, which beautify a fine ſporting Country; you likewiſe 
command a View of both Jr and Lincoln Minſters, though each 40 Miles diſtant. 

The Water which embelliſhes the Grounds is ſo contrived as to have the Appearance of a Communication with the River 
Don, though Half a Mile diſtant. The Gardens are laid out in the preſent Taſte, and are in high Preſervation, 


The South Front exhibited in the Plate contains on the Ground Floor, a Chapel, Drawing Room, Saloon, Library, and

THIS truly venerable Edifice is ſituated at a ſmall Diſtance, on the North Side of the Road between Ken/ington and 
Hammerſmith ; and was originally built by Sir Anthony Cope, Knt. in the Reign of James I. to whom he was Maſter of 
the Courts of Wards, and one of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, but dying without Male Iſſue, his Daughter Label 
by her marriage with Henry Rich, Earl of Holland, conveyed this Houſe (which her Father had kept with great Hoſpi— 
tality in the old Exgliſh Taſte) to the noble Family of Rich, who greatly enlarged it, and from whom it received the 
Name of Holland Houſe, but that Family became extinct in 1759. 

It received its moſt conſiderable Improvements both in the Houſe and Grounds from Henry Fox, late Lord Holland, 
who for ſeveral Years made it his principal Reſidence, It is almoſt the only remaining Monument of our ancient Nobi- 
lity in the Neighbourhood of London, This venerable Gothic Structure is built of Brick on a riſing Ground, and 
beſides the great Improvements made in the Gardens and adjacent Grounds, is adorned within with fome capital Paintings by 
eminent French Artiſts, and Portraits of the Richmond and Holland Families by Sir Jo/pua Reynolds and Mr, Ramſey, A 
few of the Apartments are moderniſed, the reſt remain in their original State. 

It is at preſent inhabited by Edward Bearcreft, Eſq. 

The celebrated Mr. Addiſon, who married the Counteſs of F/arwick, lived in this Houſe ; and here was the Scene of 
his laſt Moments, and that moving Interview with his Son-in-law Lord Warwick, which is related in Dr, Young's

THIS ancient Structure is 64 Miles diſtant from London, and about 8 North of Dover, ſituated in a moſt delightful 
Country, near the ſingular River of Naile Bourne, which ſeldom runs but once in two Years, aud then with a rapid 


Courſe; after which it diſappears. A ſmall Time before it breaks forth, the Meadows near it are covered with ſmall Eels, 
which come through the Apertures of the Earth. 


The Building is large, well laid out, and has been greatly improved by Sir Henry Oxenden ; the original Structure was 
built by Inigo Jones, but received its preſent Embelliſhments, &c. under the Direction of Mr. F. Hatt, the Architect. 
The Grounds are extenſive, well kept, and parked in for Sheep. 

The Houſe contains a good Collection of Pictures by Lalian Maſters, in the higheſt Preſervation, There are fine 


Woods, containing large Timber Trees, near the Houſe, and ſome modern Plantations by the preſent Poſſeſſor, that 
add greatly to the Beauty of the Proſpect, and enrich the Situation.

THIS modern Villa is finely ſituated on the Banks of the River //e, 144 Miles from London, 11 Weſt from the 
City of Hereford, and 10 from the Hay. It has lately been finiſhed from the Deſign of Mr. Keeh, the Architect, and 
is much admired as an elegant and convenient Houſe, The Offices are handſome, the Gardens and Pleaſure Grounds 
ſpacious, and laid out with much Taſte, Near the Houſe is a large Park, well wooded ; from ſeveral Parts of it, and 
the adjoining Hills, the Views are truly pleaſing, pictureſque, and extenſive, The River is ſeen to great advantage, 
meandering through a highly cultivated Country, which in the preſent View forms a Reſemblance to an extenſive 
Amphitheatre. To the North Eaſt, the Malvern and Cle Hills, in Morcgſter and Shrophire, are diſtinctly ſeen, The 
neighbouring Woods of Foxy, with Credon Hill and Dindar Camp, near Hereford, are diſtinguiſhed Objects. To the South 


Weſt, the Hatterell Hills, more generally known by the Name of the Black Mountains, appear in heightened Grandeur ; 


they form a noble Boundary between Hereford/hire and IVales, are 2 Miles from Mccas, up the River qe. 

Near it is the Scite of Bredwardine Caſtle, once the Reſidence of the Family of the Vaughans, in its Vicinity is 4 
handſome Bridge, built about 20 Years ſince, over the e, which has occationed much travelling to South Male 
through Hereford/hire, the Poſt Road going over it. 

The annexed View was taken from a Point called Brobhing Scarr, part of a large Eſtate a few Years ſince purchaſed 
by Sir George Cornewall; it was formerly the Eſtate and Reſidence of the Family of the Capells; the Old Manſion has 


long ſince been converted to a Farmhouſe.

TONG Caſtle, during the Saxon Heptarchy, belonged to the ancient Earls of Northumberland, from whom the Eſtate 
paſſed by Gradations not eaſily traced, till it came into the Poſſeſſion of the late Duke of King ſton. It ſtands within 
three Miles of Shiffnall, in Shrophire; being 10 Miles from IVootverhampton and Bridgenorth, 20 from Shrewſbury, 135 
from London, and about eight from the curious and much-admired Iron Bridge over the Severn, 

The preſent Edifice was erected, on the Scite of the old Caſtle, by the late General Durant, who purchaſed this 
Eſtate of the then Duke of King ton, 1762, and was his own Architect on the Occaſion. This Gentleman dying about 
the Year 1780, and his Son being at preſent in his Minority, Tong Caſtle is now (1789) in the Poſſeſſion of Benjamin 
Channock Payne, Eſq. who married Mrs, Durant, the late General's Widow, 

The Building, which is grand and ſtriking, ſtands nearly correſponding with the Cardinal Points, in a healthy, 
fruitful, and pleaſant Plain, excellently well wooded and watered, It has one noble and elegant Front towards the 
Eaſt, which is that exhibited in the annexed Plate; and another to the Weſt, with the moſt captivating and extenſive 
rural Proſpects. The extreme Length is 180 Feet, the Breadth 68, and the Height 92. The Fronts are of durable 
Stone, built in the moſt regular and ſuperb Stile of Gothic Architecture, adorned with Turrets, Towers, and ſtately 
Gothic Domes, 

The Apartments are fitted up and finiſhed with uncommon Splendour, and contain one of the largeſt and beſt ſe— 
lected Collection of capital Paintings, and other Works of Vertu, to be met with in this Kingdom. 

The Garden contains four Acres, walled round, well furniſhed with Fruit-trees, and enriched with delightful Shrub- 
beries, North Eaſt of the Caſtle, at the Diſtance of about 600 Yards (in the Park) ſtands the venerable Pariſh Church 
of Tong, a much-admired Piece of Antiquity, which forms a very pleaſing Object, and is remarkable for containing 


one of the largeſt Bells in England, as well as many rich, elegant, and ancient Monuments.

THIS Edifice is ſituated about 5 Miles Eaſt of Plymouth, and 216 Miles from London, on an Eminence near Lary 
Bay, and the upper Continuation of Catwater, into which the River Plym diſcharges itſelf, The Grounds are well laid 
out and are beautitully wooded; and from the Houſe is a fine View of the Town, Citadel, and Harbour of Plymouth, 
terminated by Mount Edgecumbe, Maker Tower, &c, Drake's, and Nicholas Iſlands, are diſtinguiſhable Objects in the 
View, the whole of which is conſiderably enlivened when the Tide is in, by the Shipping, &c. &c. 

The late Lord, (when Mr. Parker) added conſiderably to the Houſe, under the Direction of Mr. Adam, ArchiteR, 
particularly a very elegant Room 50 Feet by 25, and 25 Feet high, moſt magnificently fitted up with very large 
Glaſſes, &c. The Ceiling was painted by Zucchi. In the Apartments are ſeveral good Pictures by Rubens, Yandyke, 
Angelica Kauffman, &c. &c. 

When their Majeſties, with the Princeſſes, made an Excurſion in the Summer of 1789 into the Weſt of England; 


they made this Seat their Reſidence for ſeveral Days, and from hence viſited the Dock-yard, and neighbouring 
Country,

THIS Structure formerly belonged to the ancient Family of Burgh, from whom it had its Name, and from them 
came into the preſent Family by Marriage. It is 226 Miles from London, 7 from Bedale, 5 from Richmond, and 1 
from Catterick. The Houſe, whoſe Aſpect is to the North, has rather a confined View, and has been built above 200 
Years ; but has been conſiderably improved and altered to its preſent State by Sir 7-hn Lawſon, who added the Wings: 
that on the Weſtern Side contains a handſome Staircaſe, an Eating Room 33 Feet by 25, and a Drawing Room 38 
Feet by 22. The Eaſt Wing is appropriated to the Uſe of the Servants. The Hall in the Centre of the Houle is 40 
Feet by 22, and has a Breakfaſting Room over it nearly of the ſame Dimenſions ; all which Alterations were made 
under the Direction of Mr. Atkinſon, of York. 

This Place, before the Improvements, was in a rude Gothic Condition, cloſed up with old Walls an! too much 
Wood; its preſent Poſſeſſor removed theſe Obſtructions, and among the numerous Additions, conſtructed the New 
Bridge over a Branch of the River Swale, and a modern Approach for Carriages, which gives the whole a pleaſing 
Appearance, The Bridge and Stables were deſigned and executed by Mr. F/, of Richmond. 

In its Neighbourhood many Antiquities and Curioſities have been found, particularly a Gold Coin of Ners's, ſeveral 
Urns, &c. &c. The Particulars of which may be ſeen in Camden, p. 750, and in Magna Britannia, Vol. VI. p. 609.

THIS Building is fituated about 244 Miles from London, 57 from York, and 2 from Barnard Caſtle, on the Edge of 
the County, near the Banks of the River Tees. The whole has undergone conſiderable Improvements and Additions 
by the preſent Poſſeſſor, by whom the Gardens have been enlarged, and ſeveral extenſive and thriving Plantations lain 
out, which gives a pleaſing Variety to the Grounds, and greatly enlivens the Scene. 

The Houſe commands a pleaſant variegated View to the Eaft, terminated by the diſtant Cleveland Hills, and enriched 
with Variety of Objects, among which is the Town of Barnard Caſtle, the wooded Banks of the River Tees, Rokeby-

THE Time when this Manſion was built we are not acquainted with, but from its appearance it is doubtleſs of conſi- 
derable Antiquity, and is ſituated about 5 Miles from Richmond, 48 from York, and 236 from London, It formerly 
belonged to the Family of WMillans, from whom it paſſed to the Bathur/ts, and from them to the late Sir Charles Turner, 
of Kirkleatham, from whom the preſent Proprietor acquired it by Purchaſe, 

The Houſe is built on an Eminence, and commands bold and extenſive Proſpects ; the Views from it are romantic 
and hilly, much reſembling thoſe near the German Spa. To the South Eaſt it commands a pleaſing View over the 
Houſe and Plantations of the late Fohn Hutton, of Marſhe, Eſq. a Gentleman well known upon the Turf. 

The River Swale, near which it is ſituated, adds greatly to the Beauty of the neighbouring Country, though not 


ſeen from the Houſe,

THIS venerable Structure, of which the annexed View is a S. W. Aſpect, is ſituated on the Banks of the Tees, near 
Barnard Caſtle, on the Borders of Yorkfhire, is 17 Miles from the City of Durham, and 240 Miles from London, It was 
built originally by Zohn de Neville, about the Year 1383, and though of ſo early a Date is an entire Fortreſs, once the 
Property of the See of Durham, and in the Reign of Edward III. permitted by the Biſhop to be embattled. It was at 
Times the Property of the Bulmers, the Cliffords, and the Neville's. A detached Tower bears the Name of the firſt, on which 
is a great Baſs-relief of a Bull, holding a Flag-ſtaff, and over its Shoulder a Shield; as docs a Gateway that of the Name 
of Clifford ; and a Tower in the South Front, that of Newille's. 

It is a moſt noble maſly Building of its Kind, uninjured by any modern Improvements, is ſimply magnificent, 
and ſtrikes by its Magnitude, which, beſides the Courts, covers an Acre of Ground. A Parade encircles the Caſtle, ſe— 
cured by an embattled Wall, and the Whole is ſurrounded by a great Foſs, a Part of which is filled with Water. All the 
Towers are Square. 

The South Front is grand, the Centre of which has been thoroughly repaired from a Deſign of Inige Jones. The 
Park and ornamental Grounds are diſpoſed with great Taſte ; and the Lawns, Woods, and Plantations, &c. are remark- 
ably beautiful. The whole Range of Grounds is ſeen to very great Advantage, by riding along the new Plantation ; nor can 
any thing be more delightful than the Lawn which ſpreads over the adjoining Hills, and among the Woods; ſo as to Wen

THE great Alterations and Improvements this elegant Gothic Structure has undergone, ſince Mr. Watts's Publication of 
the N. E. Aſpect, induced us to introduce the preſent pictureſque View of the S. E. Front; the Whole has been much 
improved, beautified, and enlarged, at a conſiderable Expence, by the preſent Poſſeſſor, under the Directions of Mr. James 
Wyatt, Architect, particularly the South Front. The Houſe is very large, and pleaſantly ſituated in a beautiful and ex- 
tenſive Park, between Ea/? Grin/ted and Lewes, and is 37 Miles from London. The Outſide is in the beſt Gothic Taſte, 
enriched with Pinnacles and a beautiful Chapel Window, the Whole being light, cheerful, and elegant. Round the Battle- 
ments are the Arms of the ancient Poſſeſſor of the Lordſhip of Sheffield, from Earl Godwin, who was the Owner before the 
Conqueſt, as appears by Doomſday-book. William granted the Manor to Robert, Earl of Montaigne and Cornwall, his 
Half Brother; it afterwards paſſed through the Families of Lancaſter, Dalrymple, Norfolk, Dorſet, Abergavenny, and Dela- 
war, to the prefent Lord Shefreld. 

The interior Parts contain a fine Suite of Apartments, ſome very ſingular. A magnificent Gothic Staircaſe is an Exam- 
ple of the Beauty and Elegance of the Gothic Style, when the Parts are judiciouſly choſen and properly arranged. There 
are ſeveral good Pictures in the Apartments, and a Ceiling which is much admired both for its Elegance of Deſign and good 
Painting. The Entrance into the Park is through a large Gothic Arch ſhaded by great Trees; on each Side are Lodges 


for the Gate-keeper.

THIS Edifice is ſituated about 6 Miles from the County Town of Ayr, 70 S. W. from Edinburgh, and 398 N. W. from 
London, on the Banks of the River of the ſame Name, which is navigable but a little Way above the Town. This Structure 
commands moſt beautiful and pictureſque Views from its remarkable elevated Situation. 

The Bridge, contiguous to the Houſe, is one extenſive Arch, it was built about 28 Years ago by the late Sir Thomas 


Millar, Father to the preſent Poſſeſſor. Its Dimenſions to the Crown of the Arch is go Feet or upwards, and the Dia- 
meter go Feet, built upon the ſolid Rock. 


The old Building was in great Part pulled down in the Year I771, and the preſent Houſe erected, which appears at a 


ſurprizing Height from the Bed of the River, though placed very near its Banks. The Whole has a moſt charming and 
romantic Appearance from the Spot from whence this View was taken.

THIS beautiful Structure is ſituated 13 Miles from London, and 1 Mile beyond Rumford on the Chelmsford Road; was be- 
gun in the Year 1769 on the Site of an old Houſe, the Reſidence of Mr. Mallenger, Uncle to the preſent Poſſeſſor. It 
was erected under the Direction of Mr. Payne, the Architect, and the Garden and Pleaſure Grounds laid out and improved 
by Mr. Mood, of Eſſex. 

The Houſe is built of Portland Stone, with Wings connected to it by a ſmall Colonnade. The principal Staircaſe is 
very neat, and receives its Light from a Dome at Top. The chief Drawing Room, 36 Feet by 20, is an elegant Room, 
(commanding delightful Views in different Directions) and extends the whole Length of the Houſe ; and in the ſmaller 
Drawing Room, which is in the Centre of the Houſe, are fix charming Pictures by Angelica Kauffman, of the Triumph of 
Love; a few Sea-pieces by Serres; and ſome others. The Dining Room is an excellent Room, which in the View is 
at that Corner where a Figure is looking out. From the upper Rooms are extenſive Views to the South and Weſt of 
the Thames, Shooters Hill, and the diſtant Hills in Kent. The Wings contain the Offices and Servants Apartments. 

The Stables are at a Diſtance behind the high Elms at the Back of the Houſe. The Piece of Water has the Appear- 
ance of a winding River, over which is a Stone Bridge at one of its Terminations, and at the other End are ſome remarkable 
fine weeping Willows. On the oppoſite Side of this Canal is the Ely/fan Walk, raiſed with the Earth which was taken up 
to form the Piece of Water, which has conſiderably added to the Beauty of the Grounds, by giving a pleaſing Elevation

THIS Structure is ſituated in a Vale, on the Banks of the North Eſk River, at Laſwade, 6 Miles South of the City 
of Edinburgh, and 373 from London. It was once the Hunting-Seat of the unfortunate Mary Queen of Scots; and here 
David Rizio, the Object of her Huſband's Jealouſy and Revenge, had his Reſidence, An Oak and 2 Aſh Trees are now 
growing here, which Tradition ſays were planted by him, which their Size and venerable Appearance ſeem to confirm, 

In 1786 Mr. Dundas had the decayed old Caſtle taken down, and the preſent Stone Edifice erected on its Site, after a 
Deſign of Mr. Fohn Playfair, of which the annexed Plate is a North View. 


The principal Apartments are elegant and ſpacious, but the Stair-caſe is the moſt ſtriking Part of the internal Archi- 
tecture. 


Nature has been remarkably liberal in the general Diſpoſition of the Grounds about the Houſe, that the whole is capable 
of doing Credit to the moſt regular Taſte. 


The Ef River, which paſſes near the Houſe, ſometimes ruſhes with Impetuoſity, and in different Places forms beautiful 
Caſcades; and at other Times in ſweet Contraſt glides ſlowly on in majeſtic Silence; the Beauty of which is conſiderably 
heightened by the pieces of irregular Rocks that lye ſcattered promiſcuouſly in the River, which is overhung with the rich 
Foliage of Foreſt and other Trees that fringe its Banks. 

From the elevated Spots the diverſified Views are beautiful and extenſive; and in the Vale the Scenes are pleaſingly 


romantic and pictureſque, In ſhort, the Hills and Dales of this delightful Spot exhibit their ſuperior Beauties, enriched 
with Wood and Water in a very ample Manner.

THIS Building, of which the annexed View is a S. E. AſpeR, is ſituated 15 Miles N. E. of Lincoln, and 150 from 
London in the ſame Direction; on an Eminence at the Foot of the Wolds, and commands over the adjoining Country a 
moſt extenſive View. 

The Houſe was planned by Mr. N. Hawkeſmoor, a Pupil of Sir John Vanburgh's, and built about the Year 1720 by Mr. 
Joſeph Gace, Receiver of the Land-Tax for the Lindſay Diviſion of this County. The Gardens and Walks were laid out in 
the DutchStile, which at that Time prevailed ; and the Premiſes were afterwards ſeverally poſſeſſed by Carr Brackenbury, Eſq. 
and Sir Jacob Wolfs, Bart. who ſold it to Edmund Turnor, Eſq. the preſent Proprietor, in 1775; who added the Wings and 
handſome Stables in the Form of a Quadrangle ; and has likewiſe conſiderably improved and ornamented the Grounds with 
extenſive Plantations, under the Direction of Mr. Eames, of Derby, The Views from it are enriched by ſeveral delightful 
Objects, and Lincoln Cathedral that noble Monument of Antiquity is amongſt thoſe that are viſible from Panton- Houſe. 

Amongſt other Paintings here, is a fine Portrait of Sir Chriflopher Turnor, a Baron of the Exchequer in the Time of 
Charles II. which was eſteemed by Sir Fo/hua Reynolds a chef d'@uvre of Sir Peter Lily's Painting.

WILLTAM Cecil, Baron Burleigh, Lord Treaſurer in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, built a magnificent Seat at Theobalds, 
where he frequently entertained her Majeſty and her Attendants, at an immenſe Expence, and gave it to his youngeſt Son, 
Sir Robert Cecil, (afterwards by James I. created Earl of Saliſbury) who exchanged it, at the Deſire of James I. for the 
Manor of Hatfield ; which King made it his Hunting-Seat, and died here. Charles II. gave it to George Monk, Duke of 
Albemarle, on the Death of whoſe Son, in 1687, without Male Iſſue, it devolved to the Crown, and //7/l;am III. granted 
it to Henry Bentinck, Earl of Portland, whoſe Grandſon the Duke ſold it to Mr. Preſcott, who pulled down the decayed 
Palace, and built the preſent Seat. 

This Building, of which we have given a South AſpeR, is a large, modern Brick Houſe, about 12 Miles from London, 
with ſuitable and extenſive Offices, was built about 30 Years ago, by the late George Preſcott, Eſq. which has been conſide- 
rably improved, and the Grounds embelliſhed and laid out in the modern Taſte by his Son, the Preſent Poſſeſſor. 

The New River runs through the Grounds, which are very extenſive and beautiful, the whole is in the Pariſh of Cheſhunt ; 
which Name is derived from the Number of Cheſnut Trees with which it abounded, and of that Timber the greateſt Part 
of its ancient Houſes were conſtructed. The Park, which was encompaſſed by a Brick Wall, was 10 Miles in Circuit, 
built by James I. who took great delight in this Palace, and died here March 27, 1625. This Palace was plundered in 
1651, and defaced ſo as to become from a princely Reſidence, a Village, and the Park was converted into Farms. 

In its Neighbourhood reſided Richard Cromwell, the abdicated Protector, in a very private Manner, from 1660 to 1712, 
when he died in the 86th Year of his Age. A ſtriking Leſſon how much Obſcurity and Peace are to be preferred to 
the ſplendid Infelicity of guilty Ambition. In the Neighbourhood is Ki/lmore Field where are the Remains of a Camp, and 
an oblong Fortification is yet viſible, with a Rampart and Ditch, which may be traced for 100 Yards,

THIS elegant Villa is ſituated in the Pariſh of Chiſwick, and inferior to but a few on the Banks of the Thames, though 
furrounded by a great Number of Seats of People of Fortune. It is ſituated in a walled Paddock of near 100 Acres, co- 
vered with very large old Cheſnut Trees and Oaks, which give it more the Air of a Palace than of a Villa ſo near the 
Metropolis ; being about 6 Miles from London, and not 2 South of the High Road. 

The Pleaſure Grounds ſlope from the Houſe to the River Thames, which, eſpecially at High Water, afford the pleaſanteſt 
Scenery imaginable. 

The Plantations are upon a large Scale without that petiteneſs of Taſte, too prevalent in moſt of our modern Villas. 

It was purchaſed of the late Earl Cowper, by the Right Hon, Humphrey Morice, who added very extenſive Offices, 
with a Riding Houſe, and excellent Stabling for 30 Horſes. He gave it by Will to Mrs. Luther, Relict of Jobn Luther,

THIS venerable Gothic Structure is ſituated near Raleigh Down, in a Bottom near Brendon Hill, 4 Miles from 
Watchet, on the Briſtol Channel, (which at this Place is 18 Miles broad, and is oppoſite to Glamorgan/hire, in South 
Wales,) being 15 Miles from Taunton, 20 from Bridgewater, and 160 Weſt from London. It has been the Reſidence 
of the preſent ancient Family for ſeyeral Generations, and is ſituated near the Pariſh Church of its own Name in a 
fertile Vale, ſurrounded by well-cultivated Hills, enriched on the Weſt by a beautiful Grove of Oaks, and watered by a 
Rivulet, which, paſſing by Orchard Nyndbam and Milliton, falls at Dennifard into the Ocean. 2 

The Date on the old Front of the Houſe is 1599, but it was not finiſhed till 1603. The Hall is venerable and much 
eſteemed by Lovers of Gothic Architecture. 

The Grounds contain about 200 Acres, which abound with Springs, and from its being hilly, and well planted with 
Oak and other Timber Trees, afford a Variety and Beauty that charms the Beholder with its Exuberance. 

A few Years ſince, in a Field called Knap-Dane, a very conſiderable Quantity of human Bones were dug up, ſaid to 
have been the Conſequence of a Daniſh Defeat in 918. 

We mention the Arms of this Family from a ſingular Circumſtance reſpecting it, which deſerves to be noticed: The 
Arms are Gules, a Demi-Horſe Argent, armed Or, iſſuing out of the Sea in Baſe proper; a Bearing, according to 
Tradition, adopted from the Circumſtance of one of the Family ſwimming on Horſeback from the Seven Stones to 
the Land's End in Cornwall, at the Time thoſe Rocks were ſeparated from the Continent by a violent Inundation of the 


Ocean.

THIS Place is ſituated about 20 Miles Weſt from London, a little to the Eaſtward of the Road to Amerſham in 
Buck's, and by the Side of the Miſbourne Stream, which, riſing above Miſſenden in this County, falls into the Coln near 
Uzbridge. 

Chalfont Houſe, with the Manor of Brudnells belonging to it, having been forfeited to the Crown in the Time of 
Charles II. in conſequence of a Defalcation in the Accounts of the then Proprietor, who was Receiver General of 
ſome of the Taxes, was granted in the ſame Reign to James Herbert, Eſq. and after paſſing through the Hands of 
ſeveral intermediate Owners, was purchaſed by Charles Churchill, Eſq. in 1755. 

The Houſe is old, and though low, is pleaſantly ſituated ; and, as well as the Eſtate belonging to it, was conſiderably 
enlarged by Mr. Churchill, whoſe Taſte alſo very much improved the Place, particularly in the judicious Diſpoſition of 
the Water and the Grounds, and interſperſing the latter with Plantations in a Style of elegant Simplicity, ſuitable to the 


Character of a Ferme ornte, which is its preſent State. 


By Mr. Churchill it was ſold to the preſent Proprietor, who, adopting the ſame Taſte, has added to the Improvements 
of his Predeceſſor. |

THIS Structure is diſtant 51 Miles Eaſt from London; and at an equal Diſtance from the Boroughs of Malden and 
Colchefter, which are the neareſt Towns to it. It was erected in the -extenſive Glebe of the Rectory of Bradwell near 
the Sea, by the preſent Patron and Poſſeſſor of that valuable Advowſon. 

Henry the Eighth, in 15 39, gave this Domain as a Dower to his diſcarded Queen Anne, of Cleves. 

This elegant Chateau was begun in 1781, and finiſhed in 1786, under the Direction of Mr. John Johnſon the Architect, 
and is elevated ſo as to command a fine View of the German Ocean from the principal Rooms, which are ſpacious, 
but more extenſively from an elegant Obſervatory on the ſummit of the Houſe, the Ionic Columns of which ingeniouſly 
form the Chimnies of the whole Structure. 

The Pictures here are not numerous but ſelect, and of the beſt Maſters: thoſe moſt admired, are by Jean Steen, 
Van Goen, Gainſborough, Angelica Kauffman, and Morland. The celebrated Farmer's Stable, by the laſt Maſter, is in this 
Collection. The Cieling of the Drawing-room is by Smirke. 

The Scite of the Lodge is almoſt centrally placed between the Conflux of thoſe three fine Rivers, the Blackwater, the 
Cronch, and the Coln, which here fall into the Ocean. 3 

The adjacent Country, though ſo near the Sea, is finely wooded, and the Iſland of Merſea, hanging over the Black- 
water-bay, forms a moſt pictureſque and beautiful Scene. 

The principal Curioſities are the Decoys for catching Wild Fowl, which are taken here in great Abundance in the 
Winter Seaſon ; and the ancient Roman Edifice on the Sea Shore, called St. Peter's ad Murum.

THIS Villa is delightfully ſituated on the Banks of the Thames, in the Pariſh of Heworth, and is about 9 Miles 


from London, commanding moſt pictureſque Views both up and down the River. It was built about 40 Years ago by 


Lacy, Eſq. formerly one of the Patentees of Drury Lane Theatre. 

The Premiſes were purchaſed of a Mrs. Smith, whoſe Houſe was pulled down, and the preſent Structure erected on 
nearly the ſame Spot. It was afterwards ſold to the late Sir Edward Walpole, who reſided at it till his Death, when 
he bequeathed it to his Daughter, Mrs. Xeppell, Relict of the late Biſhop of Exeter, who likewiſe made it her Reſidence 
for ſome Time; and lately it was occupied by Richard Brindley Sheridan, Eſq. 

It commands an extenſive View of Richmond Hill and its Vicinity, &c. &c. with an immediate Proſpect into the 
King's Gardens, which are on the oppoſite Side of the River. 

The Garden is not large, but beautifully diverſified. The Arches ſeen in the View in the diſtant Part of the Grounds, 
ſupport a Bridge which is a Coach-way leading to the Back of the Houſe. The ſmall Gothic Temple, likewiſe ſhewn, 
is embelliſhed with Buſts of Shakeſpeare, Garrick, &c. 

By its contiguity to the Thames, and the rich Scenery of its Banks, with the Variety of moving OfffeQs that conſtantly 


engage Attention, it may with great Propriety be called a charming Situation.

THIS venerable Structure is on the Eaſtern Bank of the River /Yeare, near Cheſter-le-/treet, about ſix Miles North of 
Durham, and 172 from London, ſituated in a fine Park, to which there is a handſome Entrance acroſs the River Meare, and 
has been the Poſſeſſion and Reſidence of the Anceſtors of its preſent noble Proprietor from the Reign of Edward the Conſeſſor. 
The preſent Structure was erected in the Reign of Edward I. by Sir Robert Lumley, and enlarged by his Son Marmaduke, It 
was made a Caſtle in the Reign of Richard II. 

It is an extenſive ſquare Building with Towers at each Corner, having a large Court-yard in the Middle. It contains a great 
Number of ſpacious Apartments, antique as well as modern, embelliſhed with the Portraits of a long Train of Anceſtors for 
ſome Hundred Years paſt, in the Habits of the Times. 

King James I. at his Acceſſion to the Throne of England, in his Journey to London, was entertained in this Caſtle, when ſeeing 
the ancient Pedigree of the Family, which he thought incredible, turned to the Biſhop of Durham who attended him, and ſaid, 
he did not know before that Adam's Surname was Lumley. It is remarkable that the Entrance to this noble Seat is, you are 
obliged to be ferried over the river Meare from the High Road; which River is here very broad. 

The Park, which is well wooded, beſides its Pleaſantneſs, has this much more valuable Circumſtance to recommend it ; that 
it is full of excellent Veins of the beſt Coals in the County, and having a navigable River adjoining it, conveys them, with little 


Expenſe to Sunderland.

In OXFORDSHIRE,

THIS beautiful Seat is ſituated ſix Miles South of Oxford, three from Abingdon, and 56 from London, on an elevated Situ- 
ation on the Eaſtern Bank of the fs. The extenſive and beautiful Lawn, the fine Park ſix Miles and a half in Circumference, 
and the ſloping Woods, with the gentle River, and verdant Meadows, form altogether one of the moſt delightful Scenes that 
Imagination can have any Idea of, or Fancy paint, 

On the North Side the Colleges and Public Buildings in the City of Oxford preſent themſelves to view ; on the Weſtern Side 
the Town of Abingdon, and the pleaſant meandering River Is, with its Navigation, attracts Attention; indeed the Proſpect is 
unconfined and ſingularly varied, being extenſive in Oxford/hire, and commanding the blue Hills of Berk/4:re called the 
Downs, the Vale of Fhite-horſe, and all that fertile Part of Berk/hire as far as Farringdon Hill. 

The Lawn, Park, and Gardens are laid out with excellent Judgment. The Houſe, though not large, for its Neatneſs and 
Elegance of Architecture is pleaſingly ſtriking, It was built in 1760 of Stone, having two Wings which contain the Offices. 
Every Floor is arched to prevent the dreadful Ravages of Fire, yet every Apartment is neat and convenient; it is furniſhed with 
Elegance and Taſte, particularly the Saloon, which has a ſuperb Ceiling, evidently copied from that at Y hiteball Chapel, 
Weſtminſter . 

At a little Diſtance from Newnham Court, the late Earl Harcourt, in 1764, erected a Church, on a Model of one of the 
Temples at Palmyra, and embelliſhed it in a ſuperb Manner. The Building is truly elegant, covered with a Dome, and is 
appropriated to the Uſe of the Village adjoining ; the Old Church being too near the Houſe, much out of Repair, and in a 
great Meaſure would have prevented the conſiderable Improvements that have been made in the Lawn, Park, &c.

THIS elegant Structure is about two Miles from Grantham, and 112 from London, in a remarkably ſandy Valley, through 
which runs the River F/itham, to which River there is a gradual Deſcent from the Houſe, which formerly belonged to the 
Brownlow's, Viſcounts Tyrconnel of Ireland, and paſſed by Marriage of a Siſter of the laſt Viſcount to Sir John Cuſt, Bart. 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, Father to the preſent noble Poſſeſſor. The North and South Fronts extend 1 5o Feet, 
and thoſe of the Eaſt and Weſt 101 Feet, containing 13 Rooms on a Floor, and three Staircaſes. 
The principal Approach is to the South Front ; this View is taken from that of the North. This noble Edifice is ſituated in 
a Park, the Walls of which are between five and ſix Miles in Circumference. | 
The Apartments contain a ſmall but ſelect Collection of Paintings by eminent Maſters. 
The Roman Road, called Ermine Street, from London to the Humber, forms the Eaſtern Boundary of the Pariſh of Belton; in 4 
its Neighbourhood are ſeveral Traces of ancient Encampments, where many Antiquities have been dug up, as well as in his | 
Lordſhip's Grounds.

THIS Houſe is moſt delightfully ſituated near the Banks of the Thames, about nine Miles Weſt of Londen, and is the 


Boundary of the Pariſhes of 1feworth and Twickenham. Its Site was in 1067 a Reſidence of William the Conqueror, and ſome 


of the Trees now ſtanding are ſaid to have been planted during that Time. Henry VIII. had in 1512 an occaſional Reſidence 


here, In 1550 Queen Elizabeth repaired the Old Houſe, and in 1594 rebuilt the whole Structure for the Earl of Ee, who 
greatly improved the Grounds, and planted here ſome of the Cedars of Lebanon. In 1692 William III. and Mary granted it to 
the Family of Yernon, who ſold it to the Ducheſs of Montroſe, by whom it was bequeathed to the Ducheſs of Newcaſtle, who 


made it her Reſidence ; and it is now the Reſidence of its preſent noble Owner. 
This Houſe is built with Red Brick, and contains ſeveral handſome Apartments, with a noble Staircaſe, painted in a ſimilar 


Manner to that at Vindſor Caſtle. The Apartments contain ſome good Pictures. 
The principal Front, which is given in the Print, is Weſt, it commands ſome Pictureſque and extenſive Views up the Thames 


and Country bordering on its Banks; and being nearly oppoſite Richmond has a Command over that charming Spot, Richmond Hill, 
and its Bridge over the Thames, with a Variety of floating Objects perpetually gliding on the River, which with the rich Verdure 


of its Banks form a pleaſing, and enlivening Proſpect. 
The Grounds are extenſive and ornamental, and by judicious Diſpoſal may properly be termed Pleaſure Grounds, blending 


Beauty with Utility.

THIS Seat is ſituated in the Town of Cirenceſier, go Miles from London, and 17 from Glouceſter. It was formerly the 
Property of Lord Danby, and was purchaſed by Sir Benjamin Bathurſt, in the Year 1695, from whom it deſcended to the 
late Earl Bathur/?, who purchaſed a large Eſtate adjoining to it of Sir Robert Atkins, and, taking down the old Houſe, built 
the preſent Manſion upon the Site of it. © It has a Free-ſtone Front next the Town, but its high Wall, lined with Ever- 
greens, prevents the View on that Side. This Seat is diſtinguiſhed by its extenſive and elegant Plantations. The Park is 
well- ſtocked with Deer; the Entrance to it is at a Lodge on the North Side of the Houſe, by a ſpacious Gravel Walk lined 
on each Side with ſtately Elms. At a ſmall Diſtance from the Entrance, on the left, is an oblique Proſpect of the North- 
eaſt Front of the Houſe, with a fine Sweep-Lawn before it, and a Grove of lofty Trees on each Side ; turning to the Right, 
the Walk divides, one Branch of it leads to the Terrace, the other runs by the Side, in a ſerpentine Direction, about a 
Mile in Length, finely arched and ſhaded by the Plantations through which it paſſes. At ſuitable Diſtances it communicates 
with the Terrace, where are ſeveral Buildings and Benches for the Convenience of reſting and Proſpect. At the End of 
the ſerpentine Walk is a ſmall Building, called Pope's Seat, perhaps, becauſe that great Genius frequently retired thither 
when he viſited his noble Friend at Cirenceſter. 

There is a Lawn before it, from the Centre of which eight Viſtas are directed, which terminate with the Proſpect of 
neighbouring Churches, and other agreeable Buildings; one of thoſe Objects is a fine lofty Column, in the Midſt of the Deer 


Park, on which is placed the Statuc of Queen Anne, larger than Life, 


This Pillar is near a Mile diſtant from the Houſe, behind which ſtands the beautiful Tower of the Pariſh Church of 
Cirenceſter, ſo directly in the Centre, with their Fronts parallel to each other, that an Obſerver, at the Pillar, might be 
eaſily induced to believe the Tower to be a Part of his Lordſhip's Houſe, was it not of a different Colour.

THIS venerable Gothic Manſion is ſituated at Wells, 127 Miles from London, 16 Miles from Bath, and 15 from Brift:l, 
between the Houſe, formerly belonging to the Archdeaconry, but ſince the Diſſolution converted into a Lay Fee, and now 
uſed as an Aſſembly Room, and the Weſt Gate of the Cloſe. It is a large handſome Houſe, built by Dean Gunthorpe, 
who in it entertained King Henry VII. on his return from the Weſt of England, In alluſion to the Founder's Name 
ſeveral large Guns carved in ſtone are ſeen pointed through the Walls of the Building. 

John Gunthorpe was Chaplain to King Edward IV. who ſent him, together with Bernard de la Forſſe, Eſq. to negociate a 
Peace with the King of Caſtile, 1466; Dr. John Alcok, afterwards Biſhop of Ely, was added to this Commiſſion, 1470. 
He was Almoner to the ſame King ;" and was in a Commiſſion of Truſt to hold the Lands of Sir Thomas Burgh, Kt. 1475, 
when the King was preparing for an Expedition againſt France; and in 1477, in another Commiſſion to treat of Peace 
with that Kingdom, likewiſe to prolong the Truce between the two Kingdoms; and in 1479, to extend the Powers of 
the Treaty.“ In the ſhort Reign of Richard III. the great Seal was delivered to the Biſhop of Lincoln, 1483, in the 
preſence, among others, of John Gunthorpe, Keeper of the Privy Seal, to which he was appointed by that King, and for 
which he had an Allowance of 20s. a day out of the Cuſtoms of the Port of Sandwich, and other Ports.

THIS Reſidence is ſituated 60 Miles Eaſt of London, and Four from Canterbury in the Road to Sandwich and Deal. 

It was purchaſed of the S5uthland Family, in 1676, by Sir Paul Barrett, Knt. Serjeant at Law, great Grandfather to 
the preſent Poſſeſſor. 

The Houſe, which was indifferent, has been, by the Skill and Art of Mr. //jatt, without enlarging its Extent, ſo 
admirably improved in the Diſpoſition, that the Ground-floor contains a ſmall Hall, a good common Parlour, an excellent 
eating Room, a noble Drawing-room, and a handſome Staircaſe, Above are good Apartments, a charming Cloſet, and a 
moſt beautiful Library, deſigned and exquiſitely finiſhed in the moſt perfect Style of Gothic. 

The three Fronts of the Houſe convey an Idea of a ſmall Convent, never attempted to be demoliſhed, but partly mo- 
derniſed, and adapted to the Habitation of a Gentleman's Family.

THIS ancient Reſidence is two Miles from Kingſton, and about 100 Miles from London. By a Survey of the Iſland, 
taken in the ſecond Year of Queen Elizabeth, the Manor of North Shorwell appears to have been in the Poſſeſſion of Thomas 
Temes, Eſq. ; and towards the End of the ſame Reign it became, by purchaſe, the Property of Sir %n Leigh, Knt. in 
whoſe immediate Deſcendants it remained till bought, in the Year 1793, by Richard Bull, Eſq. of Chipping Ongar in Eſſex. 

The preſent Manor Houſe, called North Court, is ſituated near the ſaid Village of North Shorwell, in the pleaſant Valley 
leading from Newport to Brixton, and about five Miles South-weſt from the former. It was erected by the above Sir John 
Leigh about the Year 1615, and is a remarkable ſtrong-built reſpectable Manſion of Freeſtone. The late worthy Barnaby 
Eveleigh Leigh, Eſq. expended conſiderable Sums in altering and improving the Inſide ; but unfortunately, his Taſte lead 
him to prefer modern Saſh Windows, to the large projecting Caſements he found here, and by that Means the North 
Front has loſt much of its venerable Aſpet. The preſent Owner has fitted up and furniſhed the different Apartments 


with a great Degree of comfortable Elegance, without any Pretence to Finery. 


The Pleaſure Grounds are ſufficiently extenſive, well-wooded, and neatly kept ; and riſing boldly from the Houſe, afford 
many pictureſque Views both of Sea and Land. 

Almoſt at the Garden Gate the High Downs begin, and continue with little or no Interruption, for more than 10 Miles, 
to the Light Houſe upon Freſh Mater Cliffs ; the great and commanding Features of which are ſeen in full Proſpect all 
the Way. A long Extent of the Engliſh Channel appears at a ſmall Diſtance on the Left, very frequently covered with 
large Fleets and Convoys ; and on the Right is a full View of the open Sea, with the Woods of the New Foreft in the back 
Ground, and the beautiful Encloſures of the Iſland ſpreading themſelves like a Map between the Downs and the Sea, on 
cach Side.

THIS venerable Structure is ſituated on the South Side of the River Thames, nearly oppoſite //minfler Abbey and Hall. 


A Foundation for a collegiate Church was begun here by Archbiſhop Baldwin, the Manor of which his Succeſſor, 


Archbiſhop Walter, in 1197, exchanged with the Biſhop of Rechefter, in whoſe Dioceſe it is ſituated, for the Manor of Darent 
in Kent. The preſent Structure was begun by Archbiſhop Boniface, in the 13th Century, and continued to be enlarged by 
his Succeſſors till 1435, when Archbiſhop Chicheley erected the Lollards' Tower. His Succeſſors expended large Sums on this 
Palace. It was nearly deſtroyed during the Civil Wars. After Charles the Firſt's Decollation it fell to the Poſſeſſion of 
Colonel Sce/t, who converted the Chapel into a Dancing Room, demoliſhed the great Hall, and, in many Reſpects, rendered 
the whole of the Palace a ruinous Pile. It was reſtored by Archbiſhop Juen, who rebuilt the Hall at the Expence of 
10, 300l.: it is 93 Feet long by 38 broad; and the ſucceeding Archbiſhops have ſpared no Coſt to render it worthy of being 
the Reſidence of the Primate of all England. 

The Garden and Buildings cover 12 Acres, 3 Roods, and 21 Perches, and is watered by Canals from the Thames, Over 
the Gateway is the Repoſitory of the Archives of the See of Canterbury. The Porter's Lodge is ſuppoſed to have been 
uſed as a Priſon, as there are ſome Iron Rings faſtened in the Wall, like others in the Lallards“ Tower, The Preſence 
Chamber has three Windows of ancient painted Glaſs. The long Gallery, 89 Feet 9 Inches by 15 Feet q, is filled with 


Portraits, chiefly of Prelates. From a modern Bow Window is a fine View of the Lawns and Plantations ; with an Opening,

BRADBOURN is in the Pariſh of Ea Malling, and is ſituated in the Middle of a Park of about three Miles in Circum- 
ference, beautifully wooded, with a fine Piece of Water running through the Middle of it from Weſt to Eaſt, which falls 
into the Medway at about a Mile and a Half diſtant, on the North. It is ſituated on the Landon Road to Maidſtone, and 
about five Miles Weſt of that Town, and 31 from the Capital. The principal Fronts are to the Weſt, and South, the latter 
of which is the Aſpe& of the Engraving, and is 120 Feet in Length; the Weſt Front is go Feet. Theſe Fronts were built 
about the Year 1720, by Sir Thomas Twiſden, Bart. Grandfather to the preſent Poſſeſſor; the other Parts of the Houle are 
of a much older Date, 

The Dimenſions of the Ground Floor are as follow : Dining Parlour, 42 Feet by 25, and 25 Feet high; Breakfaſt Room, 
30 by 20, and 16 high; Small Drawing Room, 25 by 18, and 14 high; Drawing Room, 32 by 21, and 14 high, Two 
Halls, with Staircaſes. 


The Apartments are embelliſhed with ſome good Paintings, particularly ſix of Panini's Ruins, and ſeveral Landſcapes 
by eminent foreign Maſters.

THIS noble Structure ſtands in the Pariſh of Eling, about ſeven Miles from London, and was the Seat of the late 
Princeſs Amelia; it was built by Iniga Janes. It is ſituated on a riſing Ground, and the Approach to it from the Garden is 
remarkably fine. The Loggia has a beautiful Appearance at a Diſtance, and commands a fine Proſpect of Surry, of the 
Thames, and of all the Meadows on its Banks for a great Extent, even to London. The Apartments are well contrived : 
the Hall, which is ſpacious, is on each Side ſupported by Rows of Columns, and from thence you aſcend by a noble Flight 
of Stairs to a Saloon, which is a double Cube of 25 Feet high, and moſt elegantly embelliſhed, This fine Room has an 
Entrance into the Portico on the back Front, which is ſupported by Columns, and, from the Fineneſs of the Proſpect, 
is rendered a delightful Situation in the Afternoon in the warm Months in Summer. 

The Gardens were greatly improved by her Royal Highneſs, to which many Additions were made by Plantations, 


additional Grounds, and elegant Erections.

THIS Building is ſituated by the Side of a Hill that bounds the Vale from whence it derives its Name, and is about nine 
Miles from Denbigh, the County Town, and 209 from London, It was built by Mrs. Meyrick, Relict of the late — Meyrick, 
Eſquire; and devolved by Marriage to the preſent Poſſeſſor, Philip York, of Erthig, Eſquire. 

The Building is faced with Bath Stone; and contains ſeveral commodious, with ſome ſpacious and handſome Apartments, 

The Vale of Alled is narrow, and the direct Views from the Fronts of the Houſe are conſequently confined, but thoſe up 
and down the Vale are woody and pictureſque; and the Village of Llanſannan, imperfectly ſeen at the Diſtance of a Nile, 
adds to the rural Beauty of the Situation. The River Alled, which glides below, is not of ſufficient Conſequence to form a 
Feature, though ſome late Improvements promiſe to remedy the Defect. 


The Architect for the Body of the Building was Mr. Turner of Cheſter ; but the Wings and interior Parts were finiſhed 
from Deſigns of Mr. Molſe of London.
